“PULL WOOL OVER EYES” 

The congress to which Fenlon 
referred met in Milwaukee in 1936. 
He said “the President also sent 
a letter of regard to the Ameri¬ 
can Youth Congress at its last De¬ 
cember meeting at Poughkeepsie.” 

Fenlon, bespectacled middle 
aged professor who came to 
Brooklyn college from St. Mary’s 
college in California eight years 
ago, said there was a deliberate 
united front program to "pull the 
wool over the eyes of the authori¬ 
ties and people.” 

The witness also contended the 
World Youth Congress now meet¬ 
ing at Vassar college was radical- 
dominated and a "danger” to de¬ 
mocracy because it serves to 
spread the "leaven” of com¬ 
munism. 

REDS IN COLLEGE 

Previous witnesses before the 
committee had mentioned that 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt had 
addressed this group last week 
and in so doing had been “ex¬ 
ploited” by communists. 

Fenlon also told the committee 
Brooklyn college "might quite 
fairly be labeled a hotbed of propa¬ 
ganda” and communist activity. 

Professor Fenlon prefaced his 
mention of the President’s name 
with a suggestion that com-V 
munism’s menace would be mini¬ 
mized if authorities realized its 
danger and agreed on means to 
check it. 

“But a spirit of what is called 
■liberalism’ has taken hold

Today’s fireworks came when 
Chairman Willard Smith an¬ 
nounced he had been served with 
copies of Menton’s notice of mo¬ 
tion and supporting affidavit. 

”I’m glad to have him admit it,” 
retorted West. 

“We have nothing to do with 
this," explained Smith, “except 
that we are given notice that he 
is going into court to ask that 
he be allowed to withdraw.” 

“He’s not on our side anyway,” 
said West. "Why keep up this 
friction ? I think this action would 
justify us in disqualifying him.” 
CONSPIRACY CHARGED 

"This board can’t disqualify 
him,” said Smith. 

"I understand,” said Deputy 
Dist. Atty. J. E. Walker, ques¬ 
tioned on his superior’s action, 
"that Mr. Menton is in charge of 
this action. If he withdraws, the 
case is dropped.” 

“That kind of conspiracy doe-sn’t 
go well with me,” ob.served West. 

“He should allow us to use his 
name, anyway,” .said Supervisor 
Steele Finley. "Let’s a.sk the court 
to name a substitute for him.” 

"What we need is a special 
counsel,” said West. 

RILEY WANTS A TRIAL 

“What’s Mr. Hervey going to 
do?” asked Mitchell. "We hired 
him on a contingent fee, and now 
he's done all that work for noth¬ 
ing.” (Hervey was to be paid 
27 >4 per cent of any money he 
recovered from Jackson’s alleged 
profits fiom fees, prisoner feed¬ 
ing and operation of a canteen in 
the jail.) 

“Wiy should the district attor¬ 
ney want to accu.se this board of 
political prejudice?” asked West. 
“To go on the air and broadcast 
such a thing as that ...” 

"I have been wanting to see 
this case tried,” said Supervisor 
Harry Riley, "but I think this 
has gone far away from the is¬ 
sue,” 

"You’re saying that for some 
political reason, Harry," said 
Mitchell. 

"I don’t like that!” answered 
Riley, as the board postponed .ac¬ 
tion.

PRINTERS SURRENbER 

Meanwhile preliminary hearing 
was set for Sept. 13 at 2 p. m.

S^nte of Fullerton for Burt Har¬ 
wich and Robert Elliott, Los An¬ 
geles printers whose establishment 
turned out the political pamphlet. 

They surrendered to the court 
yesterday afternoon and posted 
$500 bail each. Judge Spence re- 
leasedt hree men caugh distribut¬ 
ing the pamphlets with a six- 
month suspended sentence, pro¬ 
vided they report in Fullerton each 
week during that time. The three 
distributors, who pleaded guilty, 
were Harold Garrard, 66; Bill 
Noffslnger, 64, and Eddie Taylor, 
27, former boxer.

Build Now When U. S. Help 
Is Available, Urges Wells 


George Wells, president of the board of education, today rec¬ 
ommended passage of the $385,000 junior college bond issue Sept. 
23, with the following statement to The Journal: 

“In presenting the needs of our junior college to the commu¬ 
nity, our board of education is fully aware of the economic and fi¬ 
nancial conditions of the moment. However, Inasmuch as our col¬ 
lege is steadily growing and present available facilities are limited, 
we are confronted with the needs of a new campus and plant. If 
we proceed now we feel sure we can secure federal assistance of 45 
per cent of the entire cost, including land requirements. 

“If we delay the new plant, it is quite likely we would have to 
stand the entire burden. 

“In the event the bond issue of $385,000 carries, our board of 
education has gone on record that the money will not be spent unless 
it is matched with a 45 per cent federal grant. 

“In determining this amount of $700,000, of which our share 
would be $385,000, our board, together with the 'citizens’ commit¬ 
tee’ felt that with a sum of $700,000 we could make a very sub¬ 
stantial start on a college plan consistent with the needs of our 
community. This $700,000 would not give as fully a completed 
plant as has recently been discussed as a union college project, but 
we feel it will serve for the present.”

Holmesburg with orders to “get 
to the bottom” of the hunger 
strike which res-Ited in the four 
being placed in punishment cells 
where their bodies were found yes¬ 
terday. 

They were among more than 60 
prisoners who had refused to eat 
in protest against a "monotonous” 
diet of hamburger and spaghetti. 
Discovery of the eodies came after 
a night during which. Warden 
Mills said, some 20 convicts in the 
punishment cells had been fighting 
among themselves. 

Judge Harry S. McDevitt of the 
common pleas court who had 
sought to aid in settling the hun¬ 
ger strike, said he was told the 
prisoners broke steam pipes in 
their ceils to use them for 
weapons, thus permitting steam to 
drive into the cells. 


PHILADELPHIA. (AV-Coroner 
Charles H. Hersch today blamed 
officials of the Philadelphia coun¬ 
ty prison for the deaths of four 
“hunger-striking” prisoners. 

As autopsies began, the coroner 
said: “No matter what they show, 
the responsibility lies with officers 
of the prison.” 

He did not name the officials to 
whom he referred. 

Hersch assumed charge of the 
investigation after declaring the 
men were scalded to death. He 
said he was “not satisfied with any 
of the stories 1 have heard." 

Deputy Coroner Vincent Moranz 
said he and Hersch would inter¬ 
view prisoners privately and “if 
necessary we will interview the 
entire prison population.” 

A 110-year-oId law and a 129- 
year-old supreme court decision 
were cited by Hersch as authori¬ 


ties for him to direct the investi¬ 
gation. 

“There is no question but that 
these men met their death by 
scalding,” he said. “Their hands 
were shriveled, indicating immer¬ 
sion in hot water or steam.” 

Warden William B. Mills said he 
could' not contradict the coroner 
but “can’t see how'that could 
have taken place.” 

"We certainly used no steam or 
hot water on the men,” he said, 
“and there are no steam or hot 
water pipes in the building in 
which they were confined.” 

Meanwhile, at least four investi¬ 
gations got underway and autop¬ 
sies were scheduled for later to¬ 
day.

KIEL, Germany. UP) —Czecho¬ 
slovakia's fate was listed as one 
of the chief conversational topics 
between Adolf Hitler and Admiral 
Nicholas Horthy today as the Ger¬ 
man and Hungarian leaders went 
to inspect heavily fortified Helgo¬ 
land. 

Informed Nazi quarters said the 
two statesmen saw eye to eye on 
the problem whose “satisfactory” 
solution might enable Hungary to 
grant Hitler and Premier Musso¬ 
lini of Italy their wish for an Hun¬ 
garian-Yugoslav reconciliation. 

These sources pointed out that 
Hungary would like the autonomy 
of Hungarians in Czechoslovakia, 
if not their return to Hungary, 
just as Hitler wants the autonomy 
or return of 3,500,000 Sudeten 
Germans in Czechoslovakia. 

It was said, too, that should this 
come to pass for Hungary, that 
country might forget revisionist 
demands—growing out of the post¬ 
war trianon peace treaty which 
took away a third of her 10,500,000 
population—on sections now be¬ 
longing to Yugoslavia. 

The German chancellor and the 
Hungarian regentT aboard the 
speedy yacht Grille traversed the 
famous Kiel canal, while “heiling” 
thousands lined the banks. The 
yacht pas.scd an Italian freighter, 
whose crew gave lusty Fascist 
cheers. 

At Brunsbuettel, where the canal 
joins the mouth of the river Elbe, 
Hitler and his guest and their 
suites transferred to another ves¬ 
sel, the Patria, which steamed out 
of the Elbe for Helgoland. 

Another subject for discussion 
among Hitler, Horthy and other 
officials including Premier Bela 
Imredi and Foreign Minister Kolo- 
mon Von Kanya of Hungary, was 
the question of how to increase 
German exports to Hungary so as 
to enable Hungary to send more 
wheat and other agricultural prod¬ 
ucts to Germany. 

Hungarian sources said Germany 
owes Hungary 24,000,000 marks 
deliveries of manufactured goods 
($9,600,000) and can pay only with 
which Hungary, as a predominant¬ 
ly farming country, cannot ab.sorb 
in .sufficiently large quantities. 

Germany, in her apparent desire 
to dominate the Balkan countries 
economically, is hard put to it to 
find enough industrial products to 
make her Hungary's most desirable 
trade partner. 

Although the martial note wa.s 
dominant today- as it was yester¬ 
day when Germany’s naval might 
was paraded before the visitors— 
informed Nazi circles said there 
was little likelihood that any new 
German-Hungarian milltaiy agree¬ 
ment would result.

George B. Bush, Los Angeles at¬ 
torney representing two of the de¬ 
fendants, had attempted to show 
in a brief that the tldelands never 
were given to the state by the 
federal government, which paid 
$15,000,000 for California as a 
provision of the treaty of Guada¬ 
lupe Hidalgo with Mexico. 

Judge TSirrentine held today, 
however, that he is bound by a 
state supreme court decision de¬ 
claring the tideland title vested 
in the state, and thus held that 
state courts have jurisdiction over 
the actions and that the people of 
the state have a right to file such 
suits. Bush had contended the 
state’s leasing agreement, by 
which drillers pay a royalty to 
the state, was Invalid since, he 
declared, the state had no right 
to lease the federal government's 
property.

Job-Hunters 

sixty-five hundred Orange coun¬ 
ty folks are looking for jobs these 
days, and around 600 of them will 
be placed in the next month 
through a bustling office on West 
Fifth street, where employers and 
employes figruratively—and some¬ 
times literally — meet at a rate 
that will hit 5B00 a year. 

• • • 

Going only since last Jan. 1 
the California State Employment 
Service office already has an “ac¬ 
tive file" of 6500 men and women 
classified in 700 different job- 
preferences, and an "inactive file” 
of 20,000 others. The Inactive ones 
(you’re Inactive if you don’t re¬ 
port back every 30 days) will go 
off the books after they’ve been 
inactive for a year, and they’re 
not actually considered job-hunt¬ 
ers even now. 

• • * 

CSES is not just another relief 
agency. Office Manager Roy Fer¬ 
guson insists. As a division of the 
state department of employment, 
it shares quarters with the un¬ 
employment compensation divi¬ 
sion, otherwise is not connected. 

• * • 

And there aren’t any benefit 
payments in the (^ES. It 
amounts to a clearinghouse where 
job-hunters and job-giveis get to¬ 
gether—and sometimes the job¬ 
hunters are as particular as their 
potential bosses. 

• • • 

’There are some rather high- 
powered job-seekers on file there, 
too. Best educated is an engi¬ 
neering professor with 10 years 
of higher education and several 
degrees to his credit. There are 
numerous other college gradu¬ 
ates, Including structural engi¬ 
neers, p h a r macists, attorneys, 
school teachers, newspaper editors 
(and quite a number of reporters, 
by the way). 

• • • 

’There are fewer college-trained 
men here than almost any other 
CSES office in the state, Ferguson 
points out, largely because the un¬ 
employed college men head for the 
bigger cities. 

Biggest classification by long 
odds is common labor, of which 
12 different kinds are listed, in¬ 
cluding agricultural, cement, 
house, etc. Biggest number of 
placements, of course, are made 
In seasonal agricultural labor. 
Other big classifications; Truck 
drlvera carpenters (27 different 
varieties), handymen. 

• * * 

Five thousand of the 6500 en- 
rollees are men, only 1500 women, 
majority of them listed as domes¬ 
tics, secretaries, factory workers, 
typists or stenographers. 

« * « 

CSES can register people of 
any age, don’t often take any over 
85 years of age. Youngest ever 
placed: Girl 2(4 years old, who 
got part-time work in the movies. 
Numerous grammar school boys 
have been placed as grocery help¬ 
ers, newsboys or in other odd jobs. 

• • • 

Oldest person on record here: 
Woman 78 years old, who hasn’t 
been placed yet. One woman, 72, 
has been put to work as a house¬ 
keeper, apparently is doing a re¬ 
markable job of it. 

* « « 

Heaviest run on the CSES of¬ 
fice is in May and June when high 
school and college graduates all 
come to look for permanent work, 
and when non-graduates are seek¬ 
ing summer jobs. 

• • • 

Three regular interviewers 
handle applications. Since CSES is 
a permanent organization, staffed 
by civil service workers who must 
pass rigid requirements, the inter¬ 
viewers all are e.xperienced at 
drawing oqt every qualification of 
an applicant. 

• * • 

Majority of those who apply for ^ 
work claim they can “do any¬ 
thing.” Interviewers bring them 

“down to cases,” usually find 
they’re well-fitted for one or two 
things, put down half a dozen 
other qualifications and alternates. 

• • * 

One man listed 12 occupations, 
ranging from barber to handyman, 
as his qualifications. It developed 
he was a landscape gardner, 
didn’t say so because he’d been 
all over looking for that kind of 
job and couldn’t find one. He now 
is working, and happy, as a land¬ 
scape gardner, and ' CSES landed 
him the job. 

• « « 

Lots of applicants (mostly 
young ones) are advised to take 
up special training to fit them for 
some job they’ve never done. Ex¬ 
ample: One man, supporting three 
children, always had done season¬ 
al work; he had far better thsui 
average intelligence, and CSES 
suggested that he take up a radio 
operators’ course. He's now finish¬ 
ing the two-year course, already 
has a job lined up that will pay 
from $175 to $220 a month. 

« « • 

Prospective employers have 
been cooperating better with CSES 
all the time, but many still con¬ 
fuse it with a relief agency, pre¬ 
fer to do their hiring by taking on 
anyone who happens to drop in 
and look for a job. 

« * • 

By going to CSES, an employ¬ 
er can list all the qualifications 
he desires, and he’s nearly a cinch 
to have h^ a dozen job-hunters 
to choose from. If there aren’t any 
In this office, Ferguson will send 
to nearby CSES (rffices for one, 
and if the qualifications still are 
too unusual, he’ll send to Sacra¬ 
mento, where the department of 
employment will send out bulle¬ 
tins to all Its 6S branch offloea 
• • • 

Similarly, Ferguson will notify 


NUT HARVEST 

School days are in the offing for 
I the majority of Orange county 
■ youngsters, but they’re already 
here for students in two county 
schools. 

Because of the annual walnut¬ 
picking problem that disrupts the 
school system in September and 
October, the Cypress street school 
in Orange and the El Modena 
school were started early this 
month, and they will get six weeks 
vacation beginning the middle of 
September, County Superintendent 
Ray Adkinson revealed. 

ITOen schools which have large 
Mexican enrollments attempt to 
operate during walnut season, at¬ 
tendance falls off each year to 
practically nothing, Adkinson indi¬ 
cated, and the county schools have 
tentatively solved the problem by 
opening the Mexican schools six 
weeks early, then closing during 
walnut season. 

The problem was brought out at 
last night’s Santa Ana school 
board meeting, when City Super¬ 
intendent Frank Henderson asked 
for authority to solve the Santa 
Ana dilemma by operating every 
school in the city on an abbrevi¬ 
ated schedule. 

Since state law provides for 
"equal opportunity and privileges,” 
Henderson explained, the state will 
not give average daily attendance 
contributions if one school is oper¬ 
ated on an abbreviated schedule 
while another is being operated 
full time. 

The minimum day, according to 
past custom, would be from 8 a. m. 
until 12 noon during the walnut 
harvest season.

I Week Ending August 20 

Fishing reports and personal ob- 
.servations for the past week just 
can’t get together. Most of the 
operators report good fishing for 
the period, but our checkup reveals 
just ordinary catches on most 
days, with some of the boats pro¬ 
ducing good takes for a day or 
two, and then returning to the 
ordinary catches that have pre¬ 
vailed throughout the past three 
weeks. 

As an example, a large school of 
yellows and tuna hit the Coronado 
islands on Wednesday, and pio- 
duced good sport for the San 
Diego boys for that day and 
Thursday. Friday found the fish¬ 
ing slowing, and Saturday found 
it stopped. A radio report at 10 
a. m. Sunday found it still stopped. 
When will it start again 7 . . . 
Your guess is as good as any¬ 
body’s, and if you happen to be 
aboard the boats when the fish 
get hungry again, you are in for 
some sport; otherwise, the trip is 
a good boat ride. 

• • « 

At Catalina, different conditions ' 
exist, where all fish are weighed 
in at the Tuna club, which affords 
an accurate count at all times. 
Friday found five marlin tipping 
the beam of these scales. Satur¬ 
day added to more, which brings 
the season total to 42 marlin at 
this port. The fish are running 
smaller in size at this writing, 
however. The first Catalina broad- 
bill was weighed in at Avalon dur¬ 
ing the week, a 280-pounder, 
which required 3 hours, 45 minutes 
to bring to gaff. Big tuna arc 
in the Santa Barbara channel at 
this time, with three of them be¬ 
ing enticed by bait during the 
week. 

* * « 

Tuna fishing at Catalina as far 
as the live bait boats are con¬ 
cerned remains a gamble. There 
are plenty of the fish there, and 
fair numbers are being taken by 
the early boats. Exceptionally 
light tackle is required to take 
these fish, and a large percentage 
of those hooked are lost. 

• « « 

Surf fishing has been fair all 
along the coast. The big fellows 
seem to be on vacation, but sev¬ 
eral good catches of small corbina 
and croaker have been taken. We 
were fishing near Art Lightart 
Thursday night and saw him tie 
up with a big one, big enough to 
t^e him to the cleaners. Some 
of the coves recorded good catches 
in the early mornings.

Those skipjack are starting to 
show, which means yellowfin tuna 
soon . • . four dolphin were taken 
Saturday at the i4-mlle hole off 
Laguna Beach, which may mean 
the school Is here. . . . Storms and 
heavy seas played hob with some 
of the tuna clippers down Magda¬ 
lina Bay way last week. The 
Normandy, a new $200,000 clipper 
on her maiden voyage, went on the 
rocks, and latest reports say she 
is a total loss. The Ambassador, 
another clipper, went on the rocks 
loaded with fish, and she is in a 
bad way also. . . .

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Qrotver Urges Cut 
In All Taxes To 
Assist Producers 

By GEORGE E. MARCY 

In answer to your letter asking opinion cauce low price 
of oranges: First, large crop of Southern California navels. 
Northern California valencias and Plorida oranges were all 
held back at the windup of their season in the spring which 
competed when Southern California valencias started to 
move. 

These other oranges should, as a matter of fact, been 
out of the way, as they caused very low prices on 
their own fruit besides starting off valencias at ruinous 
figures. These sections, other than the valencias, will prob¬ 
ably suffer in the late fall of 19n8 as the valencias, not hav¬ 
ing a chance to get started early, will have to extend their 
their shipping season later, and spoil the price for navels and 
Florida oranges next fall. 

Second cause lew net prices: Poor buying power all over 
the United States, caused by various reasons, some given 
below. 

First. No matter what price oranges arc sold, the 
grower must pay full rates of growing, picking, hauling, 
packing, disposal of off-grades and culls; also full selling 
cost, including large advertising. All of this ran into extra 
cost per field box, as the large per cent disposed of, cost 
when divided among the loose field boxes, raised e.xpense all 
along the line. The cost to the grower has been advanced 
on his field box in so many ways—trucking rates and the 
disposal of the by-products, the poor price paid by the pub¬ 
lic for off-grades locally, by-products companies not being 
able to dispose of their output on account of general dull 
business, all of their costs advanced. Practically every¬ 
thing the rancher has had to buy in the way of manufac¬ 
tured articles has had an adv.ance, and then, to cap the 
climax, the railroads raised their rates to such an extent 
that it amounted to from 7c to 10c a field box. Also ia 
raising the rates they raised the cost of shucks, nails, paper 
and all kinds of material used in the packing of the fruit. 

As a matter of fact it is pretty hard to blame the rail¬ 
roads for making this rise. They are in bad shape, caused 
by the terrific advance in the cost of everything they buy, 
and in the cost of their operation, and particularly the tre¬ 
mendous extra taxes assessed against the railroads in every 
small district through which they run, for local purposes 
of every sort—state purposes and government purposes. 
And, if they cannot get relief, their bonds are jeopardized. 
And then the tremendous investment in railroads, which is 
covered by bonds, to say nothing of stocks, one realizes 
that these bonds are held by savings banks, small and large 
investors, and in tremendous quantities by life and fire 
insurance companies, who have in turn committed them¬ 
selves for life insurance in which practically everybody is 
interested, and if bonds are not kept substantial it brings 
on terrific calamity to rich and poor, old and young. 

One other bad thing was on account of the removal 
from the Pacific coast trade of boats taking the fruit from 
California to the Eastern seaboard at more favorable rates 
than the railroads can afford to carry it. This was caused 
by a number of things—extra taxes, extra labor, extra Pan¬ 
ama canal tolls—all contributed. 

All of these combined conditions have worked havoc 
with the net field box for fruit, and the worst of it is there 
does not seem to be much hope for improvement. There is 
practically one big way, but that looks impossible to 
improve, and that is the tax situation. If the publio does 
not realize just what it means and takes the matter in their 
own hands to cut at the foundation, which begins with 
every little office-holding group, and away down in the 
smallest hamlets on up through every branch of political 
activity, each set of money spenders of public money, instead 
of trying to help the situation, it looks as if everybody 
from the bottom up to the highest are trying to do their 
best to spend the people’s money. 

There is one other very bad situation, and that is the 
so-called effort which so many believe in and help carry 
out, and that is to destroy the rich. This is going on so 
fast that the so-called rich are dwindling, generation by 
generation getting worse. It does not leave people to 
develop and expand business. It does not provide money 
spenders, and the result is that labor is thrown out of 
employment and the buying power is killed. 

My remedy is, first curtail expense, and cut taxes locally 
in every small and large way; the same on the state taxes, 
and same on the government. This can probably only be 
brought about when the public becomes aroused so that in 
each small local section organizations to fight the expense 
|of every penny begins and goes from the bottom on up to 
jthe top. And, when they find politicians who do not stand 
Ifirm and cut expen.ses, they .should be singled out and voted 
tout of office, no matter what political party and no matter 
mow nice and good a person they are. And, even if some 
persons not as good are elected, it should be done, and this 
‘should apply from bottom to top.

In quick reply, Senator McAdoo 
said: 

"Any statement directly or In¬ 
directly linking my name with the 
Ku Klux Klim is wantonly false 
and any paper connecting my 
name with that organization also 
is wantonly false.” 

Hall asserted the card came 
into his possession within the last 
10 days. McAdoo’s signature 
could not be discerned on the 
card. Hall said, "and more than 
likely he never signed It—as the 
signature was only for identifi¬ 
cation, and McAdoo did not need 
that.”

FOOLS RUSH IN BUT DON’T 
SIGN THEIR NAMES 
To the Editor: 

The somewhat amusing scandal 
pamphlet circulated in La Habra 
last week will probably influence 
no one unless against those it fa¬ 
vors, since it is by its own con¬ 
fession issued by a “Committee of 
33” lawbreakers, who busy them¬ 
selves mo.stly by calling the kettle 
black, thus attempting to dive't 
I attention from themselves as pots 
in the same fire. 

There are some who are worse 
than law violators however—those 
I who are cowards. These "33,” 
forming a coward committee, first 
announce that they are "fearle.s.s” 
and then prove it by concealing 
their identity! Fearless indeed! 

This coward committee of "33” 
boasts of having even ministers 
and representatives from other 
respectable occupations as mem¬ 
bers; they pose as enemies of law 
breaking while breaking the law 
themselves as the fools who rush 
in to spew that scandal that nas 
been aptly described as “Meanest 
Spawn of Hell.” "Fools” indeed! 

Since 1901 — for 37 years—in 
California such fools who "rush 
in" have been criminals; hard to 
catch; working under the usually 
safe cover of anonimity; using a 
secret printing plant probably not 
even in the county; u.sing innocent 
and unsuspecting delivery boys to 
escape the penalties of using the 
U. S. mails, they "get by” .and 
hope to accomplish their ends by 
■such criminal means. As for the 
delivery boys no one would con¬ 
vict them while those who wrote, 
printed or caused it to be done 
and circulated go free. 

THE CALIFORNIA LAW 

Sec. 62a of the criminal cenie 
makes it a misdemeanor to write, 
i print or di.stribute, or cause to be 
done, of any circular, 

“designed or intended to Injure 
or defeat any candidate ... by 
I reflecting on his personal charac- 
I ter or political action, unle.ss 
j there appears in a conspicuous 
place the name of the chairman 
and secretary, or the names, of 
two officers at least of the po¬ 
litical or other organization issu¬ 
ing the same, or the name and 
residence with the street and num- 
[ her thereof, if any, of some voter 
of this state.” 

And the printer: Sec. 62b makes 
him guilty also if he prints the 
stuff without adding his “name 
and the printing office where 
printed.” So to the original cow¬ 
ard committee of 33 mu.st he 
added the printer, making 34 who 
have violated the laws by con¬ 
cealing their identities, as they 
throw mud and .some compliment.s 
of doubtful value, coming from 
the source they have. 

No wonder it seems "obvious" j 
that the identity of the "Holy 33" j 
be kept secret! Even the candi¬ 
dates whom they harm by corn- 
j mending should help case them 
into jail after conviction, for com¬ 
mendation from such a source 
condemns its recipient unle.ss 'Ji.s- 
avowed. Every candidate thus fa¬ 
vored by the "Fools Rush In” 
should promptly and publicly i 
clear themselves of all knowledge | 
of or participation in the prepa-1 
ration of and printing of such no- I 
litical filth. |

NEW YORK.—The high-minded 
antics of the horse-track people in 
their moments of big morality al¬ 
ways suggest the indignation of the 
old-time burlesque queen when the 
comic in the two-passenger pants 
called her “chicken.” 

Don Meade, a jockey who once 
rode a winner in the Kentucky der¬ 
by, has been reinstated for duty on 
the Florida tracks after a long sus¬ 
pension on the basis of informa¬ 
tion which was obtained by wire¬ 
tapping as he communicated with 
his bookmaker. A jockey would 
not be punished for betting on his 
own mounts or on races in which 
ne was not riding, so the suspicions 
against Meade obviously were very 
serious. But, even assuming that 
he bet against his own horse and 
then lost his race to win his wager, 
Meade would establish no marked 
moral inferiority to many of those 
who have the honor of the game in 
their keeping. 

Meade was riding by authority of 
a law which was slush-funded 
through a cheap Florida legisla¬ 
ture after racing had existed for 
years, somewhat uncertainly, by 
local bribery. He knew, if he had 
been at all observant, that no tests 
of character or honor are assumed 
by those who operate race tracks, 
and that racketeers of the prohibi¬ 
tion period have been among those 
in the business. He doubtless had 
seen horses owned by underworld 
characters running in the colors of 
dummy stables, and he must have 
seen some of the most august guar¬ 
antors of the racing industry 
sweating over the gambling tables 
in the evening in joints operated 
by criminals. In short, Meade 
would have been Justified in hop¬ 
ing that a little job of larceny 
would be interpreted as the sin- 
cerest flattery of many of the in¬ 
fluential elders of the game. 

Phone Tapped 

Thus it must have shocked the 
boy to hear that he was suspended 
that time, the more so when it 
came out that his phone had been 
tapped, an offense itself no less 
criminal than that of pulling a 
horse up into one’s lap. 

Racing is such a bizarre mixture 
of fancy manners, high pretense, 
bribery and lop-eared racketeering 
that, far from affecting a righteous 
frown at the discovery of a little 
funny business, the governors 
should whoop with proud surprise 
whenever they discover evidence 
tending to show that a race has 
been run on the level. Theirs is a 
sport which lives by the permis¬ 
sion of cash-and-carry political 
bosses and state legislators and 
buys its life from day to day by 
graft in the form of jobs thrown 
to ward and precinct workers and 
lump contributions to campaign 
funds. It is, in the main, a gambl¬ 
ing concession of which the horses 
and the little monkeys who stride 
them are only the gadgets. 

Why Not Add Fakery? 

The motive is percentage, and 
the same effect could be observed 
if the same legislatures should is¬ 
sue a similar number of exclusive 
licenses to the same operators to 
conduct gigantic roulette wheels, 
seven or eight whirls a day. It 
stimulates the circulation of money 
by spending as well as by gambl¬ 
ing, provides a large number of 
jobs and does no harm worth con¬ 
sidering. But it is not a noble in¬ 
stitution, and its occasional blurts 
of Indignation and wrath against 
the more clumsy offenders only 
emphasize the paltriness of their 
nickel and dime swindles by com¬ 
parison with the major coups of 
some of the distinguished leaders, 
including financiers. 

It has always been my sordid 
contention that the public, even in¬ 
cluding the bettors, is no worse off 
for a fake, and no better off for an 
honest race, because fakery should 
be reckoned as one of the possibil¬ 
ities. Ed Bradley once told me that 
there were 18 or 57, or some such 
number, factors that could inter¬ 
vene to beat the best horse in any 
field. The horse could be kicked, 
left, pocketed or fouled in a num¬ 
ber of ways; he could jump the 
fence, fall, lose his boy or drop 
dead, to mention a few of the haz¬ 
ards. It seems stingy and insin- 
cera not to add fakery to such an 
abundant list of possibilities. 


Do you remind yourself occar 
sionally of the things you 
shouldn’t do or say? 

John Robert Gregg, father of 
the Gregg system of shorthand, 
told me the other day a story 
which hinged on a tactless and 
unncce.ssary remark that left an 
all-time hurt. 

One of New York’s leading the¬ 
atrical producers telephoned Mr. 
Gregg one day that he wanted a 
secretary—"the homeliest girl on s 
your li.st.” He explained his re¬ 
quest by saying that all the girls 
he employed soon had a bunch of 
men hanging around taking up 
their time and interfering with 
their work. This time he was go¬ 
ing to get one so homely that the 
men wouldn’t notice her. 

Mr. Gregg looked over the ap¬ 
plicants carefully. Not a homely 
face could he find among them. 
There was one, however, whose 
features though pleasant, were 
plain. Her dress was neat and in¬ 
conspicuous Old enough, too, that 
■she might appreciate the job and 
not allow herself to be distracted 
from her work. 

He explained to her the require¬ 
ments as to efficiency and close 
attention and .stated that he 
thought she was just the person 
the producer was looking for, 
adding that perhaps .she .should not 
use lipstick or rogue. She never 
did, was the reply. Then, highly 
plea.sed at the implied compliment 
to her efficiency, she departed for 
an interview with the producer. 

Several days passed and Mr. 
Gregg heard nothing from the 
young woman. He called her on 
the telephone. 

"Did you get the position,” he 
inquired. ^ 

”I should not say,” an indignant 
voice answered. 

“Why, what’s the matter?” 

Then in a choked voice: 

"Mr. Gregg. I don’t see why 
you picked me out over all the 
others.” 

Naturally, Mr. Gregg was at a 
loss to understand her attitude 
and pre.s.sed her for information. 

Finally: "When I walked in he 
looked up at me and .said: ‘Are 
you the homeliest girl Gregg could 
find?” 

And she never forgave either 
Mr. Gregg or the man who made 
the remark.

it is universally accepted as a 
principle ol legitimate governmeni 
activity. 

Despite his ardent dry convic¬ 
tions, Sheppard publicly supported 
A1 Smith in 1928, Prohibitionists 
bitterly assailed Sheppard but he 
stood his ground. 

“There are other issues at stake 
in this campaign,” he amswered, 
“beside the question of prohibi¬ 
tion. In my opinion these great 
economic and social issues out¬ 
weigh Mr. Smith's wet views.” 

With equal staunchness Shep¬ 
pard has supported President Roos¬ 
evelt—from the 1932 campaign, 
when he ran on a repeal platform, 
to the present day. Because of his 
unobtrusiveness, few are aware of 
Sheppard’s high score as a New 
Dealer. Few congressmen have 
given the administration more de¬ 
voted loyalty. 

This is all the more remarkable 
because the Texas delegation on 
Capitol hill is not noted for New 
Deal regularity. 

Their fellow Texan, Vice Presi¬ 
dent Garner, has repeatedly been 
the undercover leader of the oppo¬ 
sition to Roosevelt policies. To¬ 
day he is the center of a secret 
movement to wrest away control 
of the democratic party and pre¬ 
vent the president from naming 
his own successor. Sheppard’s col¬ 
league, Senator “Long-Tom” Con- 
nally, who owed his ic-election in 
1934 to Roosevelt’s aid, ha.s warred 
stridently against a number ot the 
president’s pet measures. 

In the house, the aged Repre¬ 
sentative Hatton Sumners har¬ 
pooned the supreme court bill at 
a crucial stage; while in the wage- 
hour and government reorganiza¬ 
tion fights only Floor Leader Sam 
Rayburn and a few others of the 
large Texas delegation went down 
the line for the president. 

But Sheppard, without fanfare 
or bombast, has never failed. 


(Editor’s Note — This week’s 
choice for the brass ring is Sen¬ 
ator Morris Sheppard of Texas, 
now head of the senate commit¬ 
tee investigating campaign ex¬ 
penditures.

It is true that in man 
ner and personality he is the an 
tithesis of the hard-boiled, whip- 
cracking prober. But there i 
nothing soft or weak about bin:: 
In his unobtrusive way, Sheppari, 
is one of the most resolute men 
in congress. 

He has no flair for circus stunt¬ 
ing or headlines. No conunittcc 
he has directed in his many years 
in public life has indulged in hoop¬ 
la stuff. Sheppard is not built that 
way. He works methodically, de¬ 
liberately, and with unyielding 
perseverance. 

The campaign expenditures com¬ 
mittee will produce no pyrotech¬ 
nics, but neither will it be a car¬ 
nival of buffoonery or a stench of 
underhand partisan intrigue and 
skullduggery. The report Shep¬ 
pard will make next January will 
be an honorable and forthright 
statement of facts—as have been 
hix few informal observations to 
date. 

Mettle of the Man 

An evaluation of the true mettle 
of the man can be found in his 
stand on the prohibition issue. 

Sheppard was first elected to the 
senate on a prohibition platform. 
He was the father of the 18th 
amendment. He believed in it then 
and he believes In it now. Reg¬ 
ularly, on the anniversary of the 
amendment, he rises from his seat 
in the senate and in his quiet man¬ 
ner defends the dry cause and pre¬ 
dicts its eventual triumph. 

And his colleagues listen to him 
with respect and courtesy. They 
may question his judgment, but 
not his sincerity. 

Former Senator Jim Reed, un¬ 
relenting and vitriolic foe of pro¬ 
hibition, once voiced the views of 
the senate toward Sheppard with 
this observation: “There are only 
three men in this chamber who 
really believe in prohibition. One 
is Senator Wesley Jones (late of 
Washington), and the other two are 
Morris Sheppard.” 

Up for re-election in 1936, at the 
high tide of repeal, Sheppard’s 
friends begged him to soft-pedal 
But he flatly

A Glimmer of Sanity 

Viscount Astor, chairman of a League of Nations 
committee which in 1935 undertook a world study of diet 
and nutrition and their effects upon the entire human 
race, writes: 

“... We know that if enough food to supply the neces¬ 
sary constituents (of a balanced and healthful diet) were 
supplied to every family in the world there would be an 
almost revolutionary improvement in the health and hap¬ 
piness of the people. And we know that, if such an ideal 
situation prevailed, far from there being a surplus of 
production in the world, there would actually not be 
enough food available. ... If all the people in the United 
States were properly fed, American agriculture would 
profit, provided it reoriented its production program.” 

Considering the thought that the world’s generally 
disordered diet, may be responsible in part for its dis¬ 
ordered temperament and the international confusions and 
antagonisms that point toward war, this student of world 
diet says: 

“. . . Cfertainly if there were a sound nutrition policy 
the world over, statesmen would be thinking more of their 
commercial and economic policies and less of their war 
policies. To that extent there is no denying that the very 
existence of the world’s, faulty diet today is to some 
degree directly responsible for the world’s current 
troubles.” 

“Nutrition policy” has a strange sound, especially as 
applied to world affairs. And yet every civilized home in 
the world—provided there is a sufficient food fund—has 
a definite, even a scientific, nutrition policy. 

If such a policy, which has becijme more and more 
widespread and more and more important in America in 
the last few decades, could be expanded into a major 
world policy, it would force into the forefront of con¬ 
sideration the kindred policies of trade and commerce, 
which are temporarily at least thrust into the background 
by war preparations—the very antithesis of an interna¬ 
tional nutrition policy. 

The league committee’s findings are like a pole star 
of sanity in a world befogged by the insanities of con¬ 
quest and of death.
